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Miscellaneous Items. 

The New York Associated Press, and llic 
Bulletin and Union, of California, have un- 
dertaken to pay the contractors a sufficient 
sum for semi-weekly reports of important 
news, to justify litem in going forward with 
the Overlarid Telegraph line a sufficient 
distance from each side to gain from two to 
four days over the mail ; or, in other words, 
to place Now York and San Francisco with- 
in about sixteen or seventeen days ol each 
other. Anil there is mason to believe that 
other parties, and perhaps the Government 
of the United States will now come forward 
and give the contractors such assistance as 
will enable them to extend the wires tiirouuli 
from city to city within tho next year or 
two. 

Bogus half ami nunrter dollars rue afloat 
in San Francisco. Look out for them. Tito 
shabby counterfeit is dated 1859, and has 
the " S" mark of the San Francisco Mint on 
it. The ease with which the teeth sink into 
it on biting, and its dull leaden look, will 
prevent any one's bei tipr deceived, who has 
his eves open, or a sound tooth. 

One hundred tons of "ear shells" or "Aba- 
lones," have been shipped to New York from 
San Francisco, to be re-shipped — half to 
Germany ami half to France. They are 
destined' for the use of cutlers for the inlay- 
ing of card-cases, pocket-books, and for the 
handles of knives and forks. The shells are 
from our coast, mostly from the vicinity ol 
Monterey. 

Steps have been taken for the formation 
of a Hide Brigade, to consist of Irishmen 
resident in London, under the title of the 
Irish Volunteer Uiflo Corps. 

The Post, in a leader, treats upon the ex- 
clusion of Ireland from the act enabling 
volunteers to be enrolled. 

Sir E, Bnlvyer Lytton has returned to 
England, and at last advices was in the 
enjoyment of perfectly recovered health. 

A letter from St. Pelersburgh announces 
that Schamy) has left that city for Moscow. 
He was so ill that two servants had to lilt 
him into the carriage. 

Mr. Rarey, the American horse-tamer, was 
operating at Liverpool with great success. 

John Mitchell, in a letter from Paris, re- 
garding the movements being made in Ire- 
land to obtain an amnesty for himself and 
his fellow exiles, declares that ho would ac- 
cept no amnesty, I le adds : 

i: I do not know whether my two friends 
and comrades now in the United States, 
would avail themselves of the amnesty, if 
granted. For my part, I certainly would 
not. i hope indeed to go to Ireland again, 
hut never by the Queen of England's good 
will. It would be impossible for me to live 
there under her Government without en- 
deavoring to overthrow it. 1 should instant- 
ly conspire, confederate and combine with 
person and persons once more against tho 
peace of our said Lady the now Queen, her 
crown, her dignity, and sn forth ; whereupon 
she would again pack a jury of true blue 
Castle Protestants, again steal awav my let- 
ters in the post-office, again set Baron Le- 
froy upon my track (does the Baron still 
live ?) and all the detective and suborners, 
again seize my person and plunder my 
children, under a false pretence of law. Oh. 
no ! I cannot go back to live in Ireland. 

The Morning Post characterizes the re- 
cent Brussels telegram respecting a simul- 
taneous disarmment of France and Eng- 
land as being absurd on the lace. 

The Post believes that the preliminaries 
which the English Government have con- 
sidered necessary previous to the assembly 
of a Congress are in a fair way of settlement, 
and wo may therefore look forward to tho 
assembly of the Congress at no very distant 



date. The Times says the report in ques- 
tion was from the first only unworthy ol at- 
tention. 

The Times, in a leader on the volunteer 
movement, says that if we aro to have a re- 
ally imposing force, it must be to a great 
extent consisting of men of the artizan 
class. 

The London Post says: It is decided 
that the Congress will assemble at Paris the 
5th of January. 

It is certain that England has agreed to 
tho proposal that the Congress shall be held 
in Paris. 

Among the Powers which have aleady 
sent in their adhesion, aro Great Britain, 
Austria, Prussia and Sardinia. 

The Paine, of the 5th says : We are as- 
sured that most of the European Powers 
have sent in their adhesion .to tho Congress. 

A despatch dated at Rome, on the 2d, 
says : 

" The report that the Pope had already 
consented tobe represented at the approach- 
ing Congress, and that His Holiness had 
appointed Cardinal Antonelli First Plenipo- 
tentiary, is without foundation." 

The principal representatives of the four 
great Continental Powers will, it is reported, 
be the following : 

Russia — Prince Gortschakoff. 

Austria — Count Rechberg. 

France— Count Walewski. 

Prussia— Baron Schleinitz. 

Martine de la Rosa will represent Spain. 
All the Powers will be represented by two 
plenipotentaries. 

Tin has been discovered at Temascal, in 
San Bernardino, California, and tho prospect- 
ing thai has been done, will, it is said, war- 
rant the procurement of expensive machinery 
mid extensive operations. Saltpetre is found 
in the soil upon Loa Gatos creek between 
Sonta Clara, in quantities that will mako the 
manufacture hereafter profitable.

Give up to the world, and to the 
ridicule with which the world enforces its 
rule every trifling question of manner and 
appearance ; it is to toss couraize am! linn- 
ness to the winds, to combat upon such sub- 
jects as these, liut learn from the first to 
insure your principles against the perils of 
ridicule ; you can no more exercise your rea- 
son if yon live in the constant dread ol 
laughter, than you can enjoy your life if you 
are in the constant dread of death. If yon 
think it right to differ from the times, anil to 
take a stand for any valuable point of mor- 
als, do it, however rustic, however anti- 
quated, however pedantic, it may appear : 
,lo it. not for insolence, hut seriously, 
grandly, as a man who wore the soul of his 
own bosom, anil did not wait until it was 
breathed into him by the breath of fashion. 
Let men call you mean, if you know you 
are just ; hypocritical, if you are honestly 
religious; pusillanimous, if yon feel you 
are firm : resistance soon converts unprin- 
cipled wit to sincere lespect ; no afterlime 
can tear from yon those feelings which 
every man carries with him who litis made 
a noble anil successful exertion in a virtuous 
cause. — Sidney Smith.

Meeting of the Legislature. 

Tho now Provincial Menagerie may be ex- 
pected to meet about the 2Gth of February. 
Between now and then the preparation to 
create an impression of statesmanship im- 
mense will be made. Lindley Murray lessons 
— will be taken, — elocution will be studied, 
by posturing before a mirror, — dim and un- 
shapen ideas of what is wanted and what will 
bo done, — will render the downy pillow hard 
to the Lyeurgii, except when they see the 
glory around themselves. Vice-Royalty, 
without a guard of honor, will sent itself on a 
falling throne, surrounded by the Councillors 
for life, — made at pleasure. The usher (not 
of the Black Rod) will summon tlie "obedi- 
ent Commons" headed by a "big wig" to 
appear in the Council Chamber, when mimic 
royalty, will announce in a sot speech the 
opening of tho second Legislative Assembly 
of Vancouver Island. The speech will not 
commence "Mr. President and Gentlemen of 
tho Legislative Council" forthcro is no Pres- 
ident to it, nor will there bo whilst Gov. 
Douglas reigns supreme. It will be "Mr. 
Speaker and Gentlemen of tho House of AsJ 
scmbly;" — consequently no Legislature will 
be constitutionally opened ; just in the same 
way as the defunct Legislature was not con- 
stitutionally prorogued, though counselled 
by two Chief Justices, one Attorney General, 
and the weighty "correspondent of tho 
Times," with the first commoner in the 
land. 

It is not rumored that the " Old guard of 
honor," composed of eleven Kanakas and 
two Negroes, will be put in active service 
on the occasion, — if sufficient money can be 
found in the treasury to pay them. They 
cost the Colony some £700 out of the land 
fund before they were disbanded. Whether 
" my faithful Assembly" will examine this 
item, is not stated. It is not probable, as 
" by»gones" are to be foregone, and the 
past cloaked. That was the bargain of 
some to get elected. 

Assemblymen are already buzzed and 
button-holed for increa.se of salaries and 
offices, and nice little schemes. Retainers 
must be paid, for who would work for a 
candidate without pay '! Somo have got 
their douceur in British Columbia already. 
Representative governments are a little 
slower, however. What the " black Yan- 
kees" who voted are to get, is not clearly 
defined, — except a draft on the "social 
myth :" or they may possibly get in the 
" ballot box," from which a colored orator 
said, at the colored Cary-Franklin jollifica- 
tion, they were interdicted. 

American Outrage at Langley. 

Elsewhere will be found an account stating 
that Lieut. McKibben bad gono to Lang- 
ley, from Semiahmoo, and arrested twa 
men. The United States barrack at Sem- 
iahmoo is on the British side of the 
line, and was built there some years ago be- 
fore the lino was defined — on account of 
better water being convenient. If the men 
arrested were deserters from the U. S. Boun- 
dary Survey, we see no great harm in arrest- 
ing them. In fact it would bo difficult to 
imagine how the service could be carried 
by a corps of the regular service except the 
right to a reasonable extent was cordially 
conceded, in case of desertion, to both na- 
tions. If on the other hand the men belonged 
merely to a frontier post, as n protection 
against Indians, it would assume another 
shape, —and should receivo a peremptory 
chock. No treaty exists between our gov- 
ernment and tho United States which allows 
tho latter to claim a deserter, let alone to vio- 
late our soil by sending a file of soldiers 
to arrest deserters or criminals. Under the 
Ashburton treaty criminals, felons, may he 
arrested by the United States serving n requi- 
sition on the English authorities,— tho latter 
arresting the parties, and delivering thorn up. 
This caso desert-OS tho prompt interference 
of tho Government so that no new cause of ill- 
feeling on the border may bo created. Proper 
courtesy to our government by the American 
corps nt Semiahmoo would indicate the ne- 
cessity to acquaint our authorities with thoir 
claims, before undertaking to oxcrciso civil or 
military power where our exclusive sove- 
reignty is clear and indisputable. 



The steamer Otter arrived on Wednes- 
day at midnight, from Now Westminster, 
with about twenty passengers, cliielly from 
Langley and Westminster. Ballou's Ex- 
press brought down about S5,000, somo 
$2,000 more in the hands of passsengers. 

A fortnight ago last Saturday, Yale was 
visited by a severe storm, — trees were up- 
rooted, and houses narrowly escaped being 
crushed to atoms. On Hill's Bar a cabin 
was destroyed in which a miner was sleep- 
ing. Mad the tree fallen a foot or six inches 
either way, he would have been killed. On 
Prince Albert's Flat a tree fell on a miner's 
cabin, totally destroying it, and badly in- 
juring a man named Morgan. 

A Dashaway Association has been formed 
on Hill's Bar, — tho members pledging them- 
selves not to imbibe till the 1st of Novem- 
ber next. 

No sluices have been running on the 
river since the middle of November, when 
the first cold snap occurred. Tho weather was 
clear and cold up to Sunday last, at Vale. 
There is very little snow, and an early spring 
is expected. The snow on the mountains is 
much less than last year; where there was 
30 feet then, now there is only 9 1-2 feet. Un- 
less more snow falls, packing will com- 
mence to the interior two mouths earlier 
than last year. 

Trade is dull at Yale. Flour, S7 50 to SS. 
Beans, S8 ; Bacon, 25 to 33 cents. Coffee, 
25 cents ; China sugar, 15 cents. 

Tho promised improvements at Emory's 
Bar have not yet been commenced. The 
" damming and blasting " is to render the 
navigation to Vale practicable. According 
to the Governor's letter to the people of 
Yale, S7,500 has been appropriated for the 
purpose. 

Hope and Yale are extremely anxious 
that the Government should assist them in 
putting tho trails to the upper country in 
better condition, preparatory to the spring 
trade. 

Dysentery prevails on the river to a con- 
siderable extent. 

The steamer Henrietta. Captain Moore, 
made the trip from Westminster to Langley 
without any difficulty. Her machinery 
works like a charm, though entirely new. 
Everybody is highly pleased with the suc- 
cess attending her. She carried 11 tons of 
freight over the rapids of Harrison ; and 
lightered over 14 tons more. She obeys 
her helm like a " thing of life." She had 
made one trip to Hope and would return 
again. She occupied four days in going 
from Westminster to Douglas. Extra time 
and care being taken, as everything was 
now. 

American Outrage at Langley. — Our 
New Westminster correspondent, under date 
of Feb. 1st, states that on January 23d, 
Lieut. McKibben, of the United Stales Ar- 
my, located at Semiahmoo, on the bound- 
ary line, had, with a Sergeant's guard of U. 
S. soldiers, marched to Langley and arrested 
two men, presumed to be deserters. He 
stated it was done by orders from his supe- 
rior ollicer. Some attribute to Gen. Harney 
the act, supposing he wanted to get up an- 
other border feud. Among the English 
residents considerable indignation is ex- 
pressed ; among Americans much surprise. 

The Otter carried up on her last trrp, It) 
tons of freight and 43 passengers. Ten 
canoes with nearly a hundred men had ar- 
rived there, on Wednesday, for up river. 

Mats of Survkyed Districts. — We 
were shown yesterday two maps, including 
all the surveyed districts in the island, from 
Sooke to Chemainos. They are beautifully 
executed ; showing the boundaries of each 
district, and each section of land, with the 
ranges east and west. Every office and 
every person who can afford it should have 
a set. The price — only S20 — is a mere 
nothing in comparison to the labor expended 
on them. Mr. li. D'Heureuse, Civil Engi- 
neer, on Government street, near Mr. Lo- 
wenburg's ollice, is the maker — and will 
supply all orders for them. Some of them 
can be seen at our office. 



D. L. Clinch. — The schooner D. L. 
Clinch, Capt. Bunker, consigned to S. Price 
& Co., arrived yesterday afternoon. She 
left San Francisco on the 18th of January ; 
passed tho light at Tatoosh Island, mouth 
of the Straits of San Juan do Fucaat 10 P. 
M. on Wednesday ; passed a vessel from 
Nanaimo bound down yesterday.

town. 



Gymnastics. 

Our townsfolk may not bo generally aware 
of the fact, that we aro liberally provided for 
as respects pyinnustio privileges. Sometime 
ago, tho Dashaways, with a forethought and 
public spirit which does them great credit, 
attached a gymnasium to their reading-room. 
Within a few days, the gymnasts who had be- 
gun in large numbers to frequent tho Dash- 
away Hall, have swarmed, and established a 
second gymnasium independent of, but by no 
means in opposition to, that owned by the 
Dashaways. 

Both institutions are provided with cross 
bar, parallel -bars, swing, clubs, dumb-bells, 
&c, and are open to the public. Member- 
ship in tho Dashaway association is one dol- 
lar admittance fee, and half o dollar per 
month, with tho privilege of letting liquor 
alone, reading n good assortment of papers, 
and tumbling to your heart's content on tho 
bars &e. The Excelsior Gymnastic Club, as 
tho new organization is termed, costs some- 
what mure. Two dollars and a half is the 
admission fee, and one dollar the monthly 
payment The Club wo understand, already 
numbers some forty members, and is de- 
termined to make its name expressive of its 
history. 

Instruction is, wo beliove, provided at 
both places, for such as desire to be trained. 
This is a good method of combining physi- 
cal exercise and recreation. Our young 
men especially, cannot do better than avail 
themselves of thesu opportunities to acquire 
strength of limb and gracefulness of motion. 
We may possibly be tempted that way our- 
selves, but as yet, so far as we can learn, no 
tickets of honorary membership have been 
issued to the Press, which is desirable, as 
our lighting editor is anxious to train in 
boxing-gloves. 

For Fraskr. — Considerable activity is 
displayed among the miners in town, pre- 
paring their outfits for the upper Fraser. 
Canoes are being fitted up and supplies laid 
in, and the rush for the gold fields will soon 
commerce. Already considerable num- 
bers have arrived at Westminster. 

Colonial Theatre. — Tho Chapman 
Family will dedicate the above theatre to 
night by playing the Stranger. Let every- 
body go and give them a lilting benefit. 

Several new houses are commenced 
and others projected, at New Westminster.

According to n, work recently issued by 
Mr. Busk, and which abounds in naval sta- 
tistics, we find that the British and French 
Navies are thus constituted.

In addition to the above, we may add that 
the war dockyard areas of England cover 
five hundred and eighty-two acres — those of 
France eight hundred and sixty-live acres. 
In the former are forty-fonr ."lips, in the lat- 
ter seventy-three. It should, however, be 
stated that in the French computation, the 
gun-wharves and yards were added in, 
which is not the case in (he English state- 
ment. As relates to the future, France 
seems determined to overcome the disparity 
that exists by the magnitude of her arrange- 
ments. From the report prelixed to a report 
of the Minister of Marine for 185!), it appears 
that it is intended within fourteen years 
from the present time, to raise the French 
steam navy to one hundred and fifty vessels 
of war of various classes, built after the best 
models, with engines of full power in addi- 
tion to seventy-two steam transports, and in 
the meantime to complete the construction 
at the several naval ports ol the dry-docks 
and factoiies indispensable to meet the re- 
quirements of the new steam fleet. The 
expense of these works is to spread over the 
period, extending from 185;) to 1871, and it 
will amount in the aggregate to torty-tour 
millions two hundred thousand dollars. By 
the spring of 1860, the French government 
will have afloat and in perfect order, a fleet 
of forty screw steamships of the line, six 
iron-plated frigates, thirteen screw and nine- 
teen paddle frigates, and twenty-six steatr. 
transports. The result of the proposed addi- 
tions to the English navy during the present 
year will be twenty-six men-of-war, which 
is, it appeals, the limit of the present aggre- 
gate capacity of the English dock-yards. By 
the autumn oi 18110, it is expected that the 
entire number of screw line-of-battle ships 
in the English navy will be raised to Kfty- 
six, with a considerable augmentation to the 
list of frigates. 

Esform Bill. 

Tho London Morning Advertiser recently 
announced that at a Cabinet Council Sir 
Cornewall Lewis, Sir George Gret and Mr. 
Milner Gibson had been appointed a Com- 
mittee to repo.'t to the Cabinet relative to 
the nature of the Reform Bill, which it 
would hi: advisable to bring into Parliament 
in the coming session. The same authority 
states that the Committee, alter having had 
several meetings on the subject, laid their 
views before the Cabinet Council, which 
was hehl on Saturday last, and is informed 
that at present the intention of the Palmers- 
ton Government is to limit the intended 
measure to the mere extension ol the fran- 
chise. The question of disfranchisement 
ami thetmode of taking the votes of the 
electors are either to be deferred or to be 
made separate measures, so that the main 
question of the extension of the franchise 
should not bo endangered. The Advertiser 
adds : '-It is believed by Ministers that they 
will be able to carry a measure merely ex- 
tending the franchise to a moderato extent, 
but they are doubtful whether they would 
not be beaten were they to meddle with 
the question of disfranchisement, or propose 
any alteration in the existing mode of taking 
the votes of tho constituencies. Ministers 
are of opinion that no measure ought to ho 
brought into the House at the present crisis 
which would necessitate, if rejected, the 
dissolution of Parliament — an event which 
they oonceivo would be most injurious to 
the public interests in the existing state of 
our foreign relations.''' 

Tho English Government had decided 
upon making a considerable increase in tho 
army by the formation of a second battalion 
to each of tho regiments up to and includ- 
ing the Thirty-fifth, by which means an in- 
crease equivalent to eleven regiments will 
be obtained. The London Post says : This 
mcasureought to excite no surprise when 
the small amount of the British army is 
compared w ith the extent of territory which 
it has to occupy, and the drafts necessary for 
India and China.
